thousands of years before that date. 


The geologist who gathered six tons 


of. shells from 
the banks 
of 
Shell 


Creek in Florida, including more than 
900 varieties, said that the formation 
represented at 
least 
100,000 years 


and then qualified the statement by 
saying it might have, been 
200,000 


years, for time don't mean very much 
in geological research. 


On the banks of Peace" River, back 


10 miles from the harbor entrance, -is 
located the little town of Liverpool. 
Extending along the shore is a build- 
ing some 200 feet long by 
GO feet 


wide which looks very much like a 
grain elevator. 
It is an elevator in 


fact, for barges lie 
along the side 


every day and 
the product 
of 250 ^ 


tons is loaded 
and, 
towed away co 


deep water harbors. 


• 
Adjoining this building is another 


large building filled with machinery 
and running into a hopper from,cars 
near the roof is a constant stream of 
a black substance, about the size of 
pea coal, dripping with water, i This 
passes through large revolving tubes, 
comes in contact 'with, a sheet of 
flame which flashes up from a huge 
furnace, 
is received by an endless 


chain belt .elevator and c.arried , Into 
the other building, ready for ship- 
ment, thoroughly dried and about as 
heavy as coal. 


This is bone phosphate as it comes 


frcjm the beds which are located about 
a dozen miles up the river and where 
100 men are employed with dredge 
and machinery for washing. 


This bone 
phosphate 
is found in 


layers from 0 to S Inches thick, cov- 
ered with sand 'from C to S feet deep. 
'H represents every 
description of 


bone except 
human 
bones, 
but is 


largely composed of fish bone. 
The 


most of it is in the state described, 
but it is no uncommon thing to find 
deer antlers arid . well preserved spe- 
cimens of .other animals. 
The most 


common well preserved specimens are 
sharks' teeth, as perfect as the day 
they were deposited in the bed which 
has held them so long. 


The Peace River Phosphate compa- 


ny, which owns the plant at Liver- 
pool, shipped''100,000.'tons last year 
and will ship 150,000 tons this year. 
The company claims 
that the bods 


which they 
are now 
Working will 


yield 1,000,000 tons. 


That means that back in the ages, 


so far back that the mind may not 
•grasp it, when this southern country 
at least was'an open sea, that eddies, 
formed and the wash of the ocean de- 
posited its immense product of bones 
in pockets where they 
have rested 


until reduced to small particles. 
One 


million tons of bones means a good 
many fish, and yet this is the product 
of a single pocket. There are phos- 
phate beds in Kentucky where bones 
of mastedan are found in large quan- 
tity. 
* * » 


These deposits of the. wreckage of 


animal life make' the span of human 
existence seem unusually brief and a 
century of time.but a blot on the map. 
There is 'an old church in the city of 
Juares, Mexico, 'said- to have 
been 


built 400 years ago. 
Its 
walls of 


adobe. 9 feet thick are whitened and 
bleached by time, arid the visitor un- 
covers his hcacl to pay homage to a 
structure which lias no parallel in 
America. 


Something of the same spirit pos- 


sesses him as he looks 
through the 


piles of inanimate phosphate for rel- 
ics of the dead past which may have 
preserved a semblance of preserva* 
tion from decay. 


The vertibra of an aligator or the 


tooth of some sea monster, speak of 
tragedies in the animal kingdom, and 
the great pile of bones is a reminder 
of annihilation 
and death 
which is 


constantly going on ia every realm 
of life. 


Some one has said: "If the Atlantic 


could be lifted ami- placed over in 
another bed that its-old resting place 
would bo 
a phosphate 
mine 3,000 


miles square. 
This is doubtless true 


for the population 
of the sea 
may 


•never be compute 1. .It^warms. with 


life and covers its dead so carefully 
that the sepulchre is seldom discov- 
ered. 


In the Florida waters alone, it is 


estimated that there are COO varieties 
of 
fish. 
Thousands of 
tons 
are 


shipped everyi day. 
At some of the 


islands around Key West they are so 
plenty that the sport of catching them 
with hook and line soon becomes' mo- 
notonous, and is abandoned. 


The market 
fishermen 
use seins 


from one to five miles long and the 
draught 
is 
beyond .comprehension. 


Only certain varieties are saved and 
hundreds of tons are allowed to es- 
cape. . 


These are thCvS-sh which 
frequent 


inland 
waters 'alrrd are 
simply the 


fringe of the great mass of life out- 
side. .The ocean bed is a''vast unex- 
plored charnel house which will nev- 
er be disturbed.

tives of -the race, but animal life was 
old when Adam was a boy.

southern 
Florida created
